Thig all sounds fine to the op- 
timist but most of us in North- 
field are still too pessimistic to ap- 
preciate the facts.

The sum of $370,000,000 will 
be distributed to about 7,500,000

Men ‘and « wo- 
men whose bodies are molded by 
4 the soil, who live out their. brief 
j lives tending and caring for that 
3 which is after all but a part of 
themselves, ‘and who return to the 
soil in"the end. But if that were 
all, we would be nothing better 
than the mole who burrows in its 
depths, or the blind earthworm. 
who eats his way throurh the mold 
of generations. We would be but 
elemental offspring of the old 
earth-mother, beings without hope 
or the ability to hope. But i 
father-hood of God is a real thing. 
No matter how ignorant or savage 
the man, there is that within him, 
that draws him up and away. He 
cannot understand or fathom the 
rezson but the devine spark at the 
root of his being, links him always 
with something beyond his ken. Al- 
ways he strvveles unward in an 
effort to reacn that for which his 
confused soul vears. He approach- 
es the altars which he hag set up, 
often in fear and tremblin~. Lone- 
ing to see, yet afraid of what he 
may see, And are we so different? 
No we not oursevies, more often 
than not. shrink back f-om the 
sight of the one who loved us into 
life? Whose eentleness and ever- 
lasting kindness, we constantly ex- 
tol in our churches, and whose 
father-hood we acknowledge and 
delight in? Is it because, like Cain 
of old. we with-hold a part of our- 
selves? That we cover our most 
delightful sins lest they be purged 
from our hearts by the divine fire. 
Thankagiving. in one sense of 
the word, is a New England cus- 
tom, in another it is as old as man. 
The day we celebrate may not be 
the same, but always man has ap- 
proached” the harveat-time either 
with rejoicing in his soul or striv- 
ing to propitiate an angry god who 
is blamed for hunger and famine. 
In too many places, Thanksgiving 
is becoming merely an excuse for 
eating and drinking. We no long- 
er struccle to appease God's wrath 
but in loning our fear, we are in 
danger of losing our reverence 
alao.

Certain it is that style can dom- 


inate common sense. For when 
fashion decreed ‘girls shal] be 
thin at all costs’’ judgment was 
thrown to the winds. 

It isn’t a case of 
ignorance. I've 
talked with too 
many girls, mothers, 
and teachers to be- 
lieve that lack of 
knowledge is entire- 
ly to blame. The 
girls know, but for the sake of 
what they think of as attractive- 
ness and appeal, they are willing 
to take long chances. And too 
frequently they lose. There is no 
greater folly than that of tinker- 
ing with Nature.
